He putteth down the one, and ſets

7 For why> a cup of mighty wine 
is in 4 had of God : : 

And 1 the mighty wine therein 
himſelf doth pour abroad. 

8 As for the lees and filthy dregs 
that do remain of it, 

The wicked of the earth ſhall drink 
and ſuck them every whit. 


9 But I will talk of God, I fay, 
of Jacobs God therefore : 

And will not ceaſe to celebrate 

his praiſe for evermore; 

10 In xa 6 break the horns of all 
ungodly men will I : 

But then the horns of righteous men 


ſhall be exalted high, 
Gloria Patrri. 


To Father, Son, and holy Ghoft 
all glory be therefore :

42 Not thinking of his hand and power, 

nor of the day when he 
Delivered them out of the hands 

of the heree cnemy.

he did in Zan ficld. 


44 Nor how h2 turned by his power 
th:ir waters into bloud ; 

That no man might receive his drink 
at river nor at floud. 


58 Plalm lxxviii, 


45 Nor how he ſent them ſwarms of flies, 
which did them ſore annoy : 

And fill'd their countrey full of frogs, 
which did thcir land deſtroy,

46 Nor how he did commit their fruits 
unto the caterpiller : 

And all the labour of their hands 
he gave to the graſhopper, 

47 With hailitones he deltroy'd their vines, 
ſo that they were all loſt : 

And not ſo much as wild fig-trees, 
but he conſum'd with froft, 


43 And yet with hailſtones once agaia 
the Lord their cattel ſmote, 

And all their flocks and herds likewiſe 
with thunder-bolts full hor. 

49 He cait upon them in his ire

70 Then choſe he David him to ſerye, 
his people for to keep ;

71 As he did follow th' ews with young, 
the Lord did him advance 

To feed his people Ifracl 
and his inhergrance. 

72 Thus David with a faithful! heart 
his flock and charge did fecd,

O God, the Gentiles do invade 
thine heritage to ſpoil ;

Therefore 
we beſeech thee, moſt mercifull Father, ro turn 
thy loving countenance towards us , and impute 
not unto us our manifold fins and offences, where- 
by we juſtly deſerve thy wrath and ſharp puniſh- 
ment, but rather receive us to thy mercy, for ]e- 
ſus Chriſts ſake , accepting his death and paſſion 
as a juſt recompence for all our offences, in whom 
thou art well pleaſed, and through whom thou 
canſt not be offended with us. And ſeeing thar of 
thy great mercies we have quietly paſſed this 
night : grant ( O heavenly Father) that we ma 
beſtow this day wholly in thy ſervice, ſo thar all 
our thoughts, words , and deeds may redound to 
the glory of thy great name, and good example 
to all men, who ſeeing our good works may glo- 
rife thee our heavenly Father. 

And foraſmuch as of thy meer favour and love 
thou haſt not onely created us to thine own ſimi. 
litude and likeneſs, but alſo haſt choſen us to be 
heirs with thy dear Son Jeſus Chriſt, of that im. 
morra] kingdom which thou preparedſt for us from 
the beginning of the world; we beſeech thee to in. 
creaſe our faith and knowledge , and to lighten 
our hearts with thy holy Spirit , that we may in 
the mean time live in godly converſation and in- 
tegrity of life, knowing that idolarers, adulterers, 
covetous men , contentious perſons, drunkards, 
pun and ſuch like, ſhall not inherit the king- 

om of God, 

And becauſe thou haſt commanded ns to : 
one for another, we do not onely make requeſt, 
Lord, for our ſclyes, and for them that thou halt 


already called to the true underſtanding of thy 
heavenly will, but for all people and nations of the 
world; who as they know by thy wonderfull works 
that thou art God over all, fo they may be in- 
ſtructed by thy holy Spirit to believe in thee their 
onely Saviour and Redeemer. But foraſmuch as 
they cannot believe except they hear, nor cannot 
hear but by preaching , and none can preach ex. 
cept they be ſent; therefore, O Lord, raiſe up 
faithfull diſtributers of thy myiteries, who ſetri 

apart all worldly reſpects, may both in their-li 

and dod&rine onely ſeek thy glory. Contrarily, 
confound Satan and Antichriſt with all hirelings, 
whom thou haſt already calt of into a reprobate 
ſenſe,that they may not by ſes,ſchiſms, herefies 
and errours,diſquiet thy little flock. And becauſe, 
O Lord,we be fallen into the latter days and dan- 
gerous times, wherein ignorance hath gotten the 
upper hand, and Satan by his miniſters feeketh by 
all means to quench the light of thy goſpel ; we 
beſeech thee to maintain thy cauſe againſt thoſe 
ravening wolves , and itrengthen all thy ſervants 
whom they keep in priſon and bondage. Let not 
thy long-ſuffering be. an occaſion either to in- 
creaſe their tyranny,orto diſcourage thy children: 
neither yet let our fins and wickedneſs be an hin= 
derance to thy mercies, but with ſpeed, O Lord, 
conſider theſe great miſeries. For thy people Ifra- 
el many times by their fins proyoked thine anger, 
and thou puniſhedit them by thy juſt judgement : 
yet though their ſins were never fo grievous, it 
they once rerurned from their iniquity,thourecei- 
vedſt them to mercy. We theretore,molt wretched 
ſinners, bewail our manifold fins,and earneſtly re- 
pent us of our former wickednefs,& ungodly beha« 
viour towards thee: and whereas we cannot of our 
ſelves purchaſe thy pardon, yet we humbly beſeech 
thee for Jeſus Chriſts ſake , toſhew thy mercies 
upon us, &receive us again to thy favour. Grant us, 
dear Father, theſe our requeſts,and all other things 
necefſary for us and thy whole Church, according 
to thy promiſe in Jeſus Chriſt our Lord:In whoſe 
name we beſeech thee as he hath taught us , faj- 


ing, Our Father which art, &c. ;

O Lord God, Father everlaſting,and full of pi- 
ty, we acknowledge and conteſs that we be 
not worthy to lift up our eyes to heaven , much 
leſs to preſent our ſelves before thy Majeſty, with 
confidence that thou wilt hear our prayers , and 
grant our requeſts, if we confider our own deſer- 
vings; for our conſciences do accuſe us, and our 
fins do witneſs agaiuſt us, and we know that thou 
art an upright Judge, which doſt not juſtihe the 
finners and wicked men, but punitheſt the faulrs of 
all ſuch as tranſgrefs thy commandments: yet,moſt 
merciful] Father , fince it hath: plcaſed thee to

niſhment, or any other kind of thy rods, whe- 
ther it be calamity of body, or yexation of mind; 
that it would pleaſe thee to give them patience 
and conſtancy , till thou ſend them full deliver- 
ance out of all their troubles, Root out from 
hence, O Lord, all ravening wolves, which to 
fill their bellies ſeck to deſtroy thy flock, And 
ſhew thy great mercies upon thoſe our brethren 
in other countreys, which are perſecuted , caſt 
into priſon, and daily condemned for the teſti- 
mony of thy truth : and although they be utterly 
deſtitute of all mans aid, yet let thy ſweet com- 
fort never depart from them ; but (ſo inflame their 
hearts with thy holy Spirit, that they may boldl 
and cheerfully abide ſuch trial , as thy good will 
dom ſhall appoint; fo that at length, as weil by 
their death as by their life, the my of thy 
dear Son Jeſus Chriſt may increaſe and ſhine 
through all the world. In whoſe name we make 
our humble petitions unto thee as he hath taught 
us : Our Father which art, &c. 
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Beleeve and confeſs my Lord God eternal, in- 
| finite, unmeaſurable, incomprehenfible,and in- 
viſible, one in ſubſtance, and three in perſon, Fa- 
ther, Son, and holy Ghoſt : who by his almigh- 
ty power and wiſdom, hath not onely of nothing 
created heayen and earth , and all things therein 
contained, and man after his own image, that he 
might in him be glorified; but alſo by his fatherly 
providence governeth , maintaineth, and -preſer- 
veth the ſame according to the purpoſe of his will, 

I believe alſo and confeſs Jeſus Chriſt the one- 
ly Saviour and Meſſias : who being equal with 
God, made himſelf of no reputation, but took-on 
him the ſhape of a ſervant,and became man, in all 
things like unto us except fin, to aſlure us of mer- 
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cy and forgiveneſs, For when through our father 
Adams tranſgreſſion , we were become children 
of perdition, there was no means to bring us from 
the yoke of fin and damnation , but onely Jeſus 
Chriſt our Lord; who giving us that by grace, 
which was his by nature, made us through faith 
the children of God : Who when the tulneſs of 
time was come , was conceiyed by the power of 
the holy Ghoſt, born of the virgin Mary accord. 
ing to the fleſh, and preached in earth the goſpel 
ot ſalyation : till at length by tyranny cf the 
prieſts, he was guiltleſs condemned under Ponti- 
us Pilate then Preſident of Jewry , and moſt 
{landerouſly hanged on the crofs berween two 
theeves , as a notorious treſpaſler; where taking 
upon him the puniſhment of our fins, he deliver- 
ed us from the curſe of the law, And foraſmuch 
as he being onely God could not feel death, nei- 
ther being onely man could overcome death ; he 
joyned both together, and ſuffered his humanity 
to be puniſhed with moſt cruel death, —_ in 
himſelf the anger and ſevere judgement of God 
eyen as he had been in extreme torments of hell, 
and therefore cried with a loud voice, My God, 
my God , why haſt thou forſaken me > Thus of his 
racrcy without compulſion, he offered up himſelf 
as the cnely ſacrifice to purge the fins of all the 
world: So thar all other ſacrifices for fin are blaf- 
phemous, and derogate from the ſufficiency here- 
of, Which death albeit it did ſufficiently recon- 
cile us ro God, yet the Scriptures commonly do 
attribute our regeneration to his reſurreQion. 
For as by riſing again from the grave the third 
day, he conquered death ; even ſo the yitory of 
our faith ſtandeth ia his reſurreion + and ther2- 
fore without the one we cannot feel the benefits 
of the other. For as by his death fin was taken 
away, ſo our righteouſneſs was reſtored by his re- 
ſurretion. And becauſe he would accompliſh all 
things, and take poſſeſſion for us in his kingdom, 
he aſcended into heayen to enlarge the ſame 
kingdom by the abundant power of his Spirir, by 
whom we are moſt aflared of his continual inter- 
ceſſion towards God the Father for us, And al- 
though he be in heaven as touching his corporal 
preſence , where the Father hath now ſet him at 
his right hand, committing unto him the admini- 
ſtration of all things, as well in heayen above, as 
in the earth beneath, yet is he preſent with us 
his members , even to the end of the world, in 
preſerving and governing us with his effectual 
power and grace : Who, when all things are ful- 
filled which God hath ſpoken by the mouth ot all 
his prophets ſince the world began, will come in 
the ſame viſible form in the which he aſcended, 
with an unſpeakable majeſty, power, and compa- 
ny , to ſeparate the lambs from the goats, the 
ele& from: the reprobate : ſo that none whether 
he be alive then, or dead before, ſhall eſcape his 
judgement. 
Moreover,[I believe and confeſs the holy Ghoſt, 
God equal with the Father and the Son ; who re- 
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generateth and ſan&ifieth us, ruteth and guideth 
us unto all truth , perſwading us moſt affuredly in 
our conſciences, that we be the children of God, 
brethren to Jeſus Chriſt , and fellow-heirs with 
him of life everlaſting, : 

Yet notwithſtanding it is not ſufficient to be- 
lieve that God is omnipotent and mercifull, thar 
Chriſt hath made ſatisfa&tion , or that the holy 
Ghoſt hath his power and effeR, except we do ap* 

ly the ſame benefits to us which are Gods elect, 
i have therefore and confeſs one holy Church; 
which ( as members of Jews Chriſt the onely 
Head thereof) conſent in faith , hope and chari. 
ty, uſing the gifts of God, whether they be tem- 
poral or ſpiritual , to the profit and furtherance 
of the ſame. Which Church is not ſeen to mans 
eye , but onely known to God : who of the loſt 
ſons of Adam, hath ordained ſome as vellels of 
wrath to damnation , and hath choſen others ag 
veſlels of his mercy to be ſaved; the which in due 
time he calleth to integrity of life, and godl 
converſation , to make them a glorious Churc 
in himſelf, But that Church which is yifible and 
ſeen to the eye, hath three tokens and marks 
whereby it may be known. Firit,the word of God 
contained in the old and new teſtament : Which 
as it is aboye the authority of the ſame Church, 
and onely ſufficient to inſtruct us in all things 
concerning ſalyation ; ſo is it left for all degrees 
of men, to read and underſtand. For without this 
word, neither Church, Council, nor Decree can 
eſtabliſh any point touching ſalvation, The ſe- 
cond is the fu Sacraments, to wit, of Baptiſm, 
and the Lords Supper. Which Sacraments Chrilt 
hath left unto us as holy ſigns and ſeals ot his 
promiſes. For as by Baptiſm once received , is 
lignified, that we (as well infants, as others of 
age and diſcretion ) being ſtrangers from God 
by original fin , are received into his family and 
congregation, with full aſſurance, that although 
this root of lin lie hid in us, yet to the elect ir 
ſhall not be imputed : ſo the Supper declareth, 
that God as a moſt provident Father, doth not 
onely feed our bodics , but alſo ſpiritually nou- 
riſheth our ſouls with the graces and benefits of 
Jeſus Chriſt , which the Scripture calleth eating 
of his fleſh , and drinking of his bloud, Neither 
muſt we in the adminiſtration of theſe Sacraments 
follow mans fantaſie ; but as Chriit himſelt hath 
ordained, ſo muſt they be miniſtred, and by ſuch

as by ordinary vocation are thereunto called, 
Therefore whoſoever reſeryeth and worſhippeth 
theſe Sacraments., or contrariwiſe contemneth 
them in time ang place , procureth to himſelf 
damnation. The hird mark of this Church is 
Ecclefiaſtical Diſcipline 3 which Randeth in ad- 
monition , and cofygftion of faults. The final 
end whereof is excommunication by the conſent 
ot the Church determined, if the offender be 
obſtinate, And beſides this EcclefGiaſtical Di- 
ſcipline, I acknowledge to belong to this 
Church a politick Magittrate , who miniſtreth 
to eyery man juitice , defending the good, and 
mp the evil; to whom we muſt render 
onour and obedience in all things which are 
not contrary to the word of God, And as Mo- 
ſes, Ezechias , Joſias, and other good rulers 
purged the Church of God from ſuperſtition 
and idolatry : fo the defence of Chrifts Charch 
appertaineth to Chriſtian Magiſtrates , againſt 
all idoJaters and hereticks, as Papiſts, Ana- 
baptiſts , with ſuch like limbs of Antichriſt, to 
root out all doctrine . of devils and men ; as 
the maſs , purgatory , limbus patrum , prayers 
to ſaints, and for the dead, tree-will, diltin- 
&ion of meats, apparel and days, yows of fin- 
gle life , preſence at idol.fſervice, mans merits , 
with ſuch like, which draw us from the ſocie- 
ty of Chriſts Church wherein Randeth onely re- 
miſſion of fins , purchaſed by Chriſts bloud' to 
all them that believe , whether they- be Jews 
or Gentiles , and lead us to a yain confidence 
in creatures, and truſt in our own imagina- 
tions. The puniſhment whereof although God 
oftentimes doferreth in this life , yet after the 
guy reſurreftion , when our ſouls and bo- 

ies ſhall riſe again ro immortality , they ſhall 
be damned to unquenchable fire : and then 
we which have forſaken all mens wifdom- to 
cleave unto Chriſt , ſhall hear the- joyfull voice, 
Come ye bleſſed of my Father, inherit the khing- 
dom prepared for you from the beginning of the 
world ; and fo ſhall go triumphing with him in 
hody and foul to remain everlaſtingly in glory, 
where we ſhall fee God face to face, and ſhall 
no more need to inftrut one another ; we 
ſhall all know him from the higheſt- to the low- 
elt, To whom with the Son and the holy Ghoſt, 
be all praiſe, honour, and glory, now and ever, 
$0 be it, 
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
